Chattanooga, Tenn., Aug. 18.—Weary 
and discouraged from 36 hours of 
fruitless search for L. S. Ashley, Nick- 
A-Jack cave guide and explorer, who 
has been lost in the dark depths of 
the cavern since early Monday, the 
fifth rescue party returned to the 
mouth late today with the report that 
they had found no further trace of 
the missing man. 

The searchers said they had combed 
the right side of the cavern and had 
gone into every passage, large and 
small, but were unable to pick up the 
trail after losing it six miles under- 
ground. At this point they reported 
finding Ashley’s initials, “L. 8. A.” with 
the figures 196 written underneath 
and a line pointing back into the cave. 
Claude McBee, associated with Ashley 
in guiding tourists in the historic old 
cavern, said Ashley was always leaving 
signs to guide himself in the cave and 
this was evidently intended only for 
his own use and not as a guide to 
rescue workers.

Honolulu, Aug. 18 (A.P.).— Supple- 
menting the huge mobilization of naval 
vessels and Army and Navy airplanes in 
the search for two missing planes of 
the Dole flight race from mainland to 
Hawaii, James D. Dole tonight offered 
a reward of $10,000 for discovery of the 
occupants of either of the lost ma- 
chines, or $20,000 for discovery of both 
of the crews. 

The president of the Hawaiian Pine- 
apple Co., who posted prizes in the 
2,400-mile air race, put the additional 
thousands at the disposal of those at- 
tempting the rescue of the four men 
and one woman whose planes failed to 
reach land at the end of the race. 

William F. Malloska, of Flint, Mich., 
backer of the airplane Miss Doran, to- 
day offered a reward of $10,000 for 
the recovery of the occupants of the 
plane, dead or alive. This brought the 
total! amount offered for the recovery 
of the missing Dole fliers to $30,000. 

Somewhere. in the 2,400 miles. of 
ocean rolling between the California 
coast and the Hawaiian Islands in 
mid-Pacific friends were hoping—some 
praying—that the two land planes 
would be found, their courageous per- 
sonnel awaiting rescue. The most op- 
timistic asserted that in fair weather 
the planes might float for days, citing 
emergency supplies and rations that 
had been taken aboard before the filers .

ocean, Herbert Hughes, manager of the 
Buhl Aircraft Co., builders of the plane, 
said today. 

“The big gasoline tank on the Miss 
Doran would support the plane if it 
were empty,” said Mr. Hughes. “The 
tank was equipped with a 10-inch 
valve by means of which the tank 
could be speedily emptied by the pilot 
and the closing of the vale would make 
the container a sort of life preserver 
that would keep the ship afloat in- 
definitely. 

“The buoyancy of the empty tank 
would support more than 2,700 pounds. 
The Miss Doran, with its gas tank 
empty and without passengers, weighs 
2,100 pounds.”

Schluter displayed a blister the size 
of «4 dime on the palm of his left 
hand worn there by his long siege at 
pumping gasoline by hand. He was 
still somewhat cramped from the posi- 
tion in which he sat during the long 
flight, but said he was otherwise 
feeling ‘“‘pretty fit.” He said: 

“I wasn’t in the best of condition 
to start the flight. I was about 20 
pounds underweight and was not 
feeling very well. Then, too, I hadn’t 
slept for a couple of nights because 
of worry over the compasses.” 

Jensen also had a difficult time 
because he hadn’t time to install an 
oil pump and was forced to sit in 
the cockpit and blow through a small 
tube into the oil tanks during the 


entire trip forcing oil into the motor. 

Honolulu, Aug. 18 (A.P.).—Mute 
evidence that Jensen and his navigator, 
Paul Schluter, were on the verge of 
disaster and expected to land in the 
sea, was found when mechanics clean- 
ed the airplane. Scrawled on a piece 
of faded pink paper with a smudgy 
pencil were these words: 


“Steer 170 degrees for one-half hour, 
then 350. Will have life boat ready 
by then.” The paper was found inside 
the plane. . There was no time on it, 
and no indication of the craft’s posi- 
tion when it was written. 

Jensen piloted the Aloha to Hono- 
lulu without a radio set, for the rea- 
son that a man who borrowed money 
on the indorsement of James D. Dole 
to pay his passage to Oakland in order 
to install a set in the plane failed to 
show up, it was revealed here today. 

The missing man, said Officials of 
the Hawaiian Pineapple Co., of which 
Dole is head, left Honolulu July 22 os- 
tensibly for the purpose of turning over 
to Jensen a new radio transmitting set. 
The set was developed by the local 
Amateur Radio Club and weighed 27 
pounds. Dole indorsed the man’s note 
for $300, he said. 

When the man had failed to show 
up two days before the start of the 
race Jensen found it was too late to 
have a radio set installed locally, so 
there was nothing to do but hop off 
without one. ~

WON’T WORK FOR LEVINE! 


Denison, Iowa, Aug. 18 (A.P.).—A 
gray-haired mother and father today 
enjoyed the greatest thrill of a life- 
time—they saw the hometown folks 
welcome home their son, Clarence 
Chamberlin, New  York-to-Géermany 
fller—with a warmth that would 
eclipse receptions he received in. Eu- 
rope. 

The crowd, not so large, nor pre- 
tentious, perhaps, as those which wel- 
comed Denison’s “Chink” when he 
landed in Germany, gave him a real 
greeting among home folks. 

From the time the Chamberlin 
party, including his wife; his mother 
and father, pulled into the home town 
depot aboard a special car, the parents 
of the now world-famous flier took a 
back seat. They were content to see 
the folks with whom they have lived 
and worked for years, literally take 
their son into their arms and welcome 
him, 

Hundreds stood in a downpour of 
rain for an hour to cheer him as he 
rode into town on his special car, es- 
corted by half a dozen airplanes. Then 
he was paraded through flag-bedecked 
streets to the home of his parents. 
Later in the day he participated in an- 
other parade to a reviewing stand, 
where Gov. John Hammill gave him a 
lieutenant colonel’s commission, the 
official tribute of the State. The Army 
honored him by sending the Fort Des 
Moines Band to add to the homecom- 
ing. 

Chamberlin did not disclose who 
his associates would be in his probable 
air line ventures. He indicated, how- 
ever, that they did not include Charles 
Levine, backer of the Columbia trans- 
atlantic flight, when he said he had 
no further dealing with Levine, except 
the straightening up of a few details 
of the flight to Germany. 

One of these details, Chamberlain 
said, was payment for his part in the 
transatlantic flight. He added that no 
difficulty had arisen in this settle- 
ment and that he expetced Levine to 
act as soon as he returns to America.

WEATHER STILL ADVERSE 


Cologne, Germany, Aug. 18 (A.P.).— 
The Cologne city council late today 
voted to support the transatlantic flight 
of Lieut. Otto Koennecke by setting 


aside a sum sufficient to insure the 
Caspar biplane Germania and her crew. 

“This relieves me of considerable 
worry,” Koennecke told the Associated 
Press, “for I did not think it was fair 
to ask Count Solms-Laubach, who has 
already dug so deep into his pockets in 
support of the flight, to arrange for 
this also.” 

The council also announced that the 
Germania will carry greetings from the 
city and from “Pressa” (the interna- 
tional press exhibition to be held in 
1928). The Germania on its arrival in 
the United States will display Cologne’s 
and Pressa’s colors as streamers, besides 
hoisting the American and the German 
flags. 

Koennecke today was unable to make 
his final trial flight because his pro- 
peller, which he had detached for read- 
justment, did not arrive from the 
factory until nightfall. Koennecke had 
been planning to attempt a hop-off to- 
morrow, but after a conference with 
weather experts decided not to at- 
tempt to start. 

Dessau, Germany, Aug. 18 (A.P.).— 
Johann Risticz today took the D-1198, 
which has been christened Europa, tak- 
ing the place of the original Europa 
which was damaged in its attempted 
transatlantic flight on Sunday, for 
an hour tryout and reported that the 
motor and plane were in satisfactory 
condition. 

The D-1198 is a W-33 Junkers model 
and is a sister plane of the two that 
were unsuccessful in their attempted 
transoceanic flight because of poor 
weather conditions. 

The Hamburg observatory tonight in- 
formed the Junkers works that weather 
conditions in the north Atlantic give 
no sign of improvement for the next 
three days.

craft was being conducted. Some 30 
vessels circled the islands, their look- 
outs closely scanning the waves for 
small objects that might be planes 
tossed in the swell of the Pacific. 


Langley’s Planes Fly. 


Up toward the great circle dashed the 
airplane carriers Langley and Aroostook 
of the Navy, dispatched from San Diego 
with dozens of airplanes, prepared to 
take off in Midpacific to séarch. On 
the decks of the Langley were more 
than 30 planes; the Aroostook carried 2. 

The Army eagerly took up the search. 
Ten planes sprang into the air from 
Crissy Field at San Francisco, four of 
them equipped with radio to bring 
aid should their pilots sight the miss- 
ing planes. Four of the Army’s ma- 
chines struck straight out to sea, fly- 
ing beyond the Farallones; the others 
flew along the coast, it being thought 
possible that disaster might have oc- 
curred soon after the Dole racers passed 
over the Golden Gate to soar above 
the open Pacific. 

Arthur Goebel, pilot of the winning 
plane, Woolaroc, and Martin Jensen, 
who drove the Aloha to win second 
place, were more concerned for the 
safety of the other contestants than 
joyous in victory, and announced plans 
to fly their machines in the search. 


Goebel to Make Search. 


Goebel said that he and his navi- 
gator, Lieut. W. V. Davis, of the Navy, 
would take off in the. Woolaroc as soon 
as they could put her into the air, and 
would fly the machine 100 miles in 
every direction from Wheeler Field in 
the endeavor to locate the Golden 
Eagle and the Miss Doran. The Wool- 
aroc was ordered refueled hastily, and 
pag departed with Davis for the 

eld. 

Jensen and Schluter both prepared to 
join the search with their plane, the 
Aloha, and Army filers tuned their ma- 
chines to search and aid. 

A report, unverified, that an object 
resembling a plane had been seen float- 
ing eight milés off Honolulu, Island of 
Hawaii, caused the Navy Station at 
Pearl Harbor to dispatch vessels to in- 
vestigate. They were actuated by the 
intention to neglect no clew, however 
intangible, that might lead to the res- 
cue of the missing fliers. 

From the neighboring island of Mo- 
lokai came the report that opinion was 
unanimous among residents that the 
missing planes could not have landed 
on that island without being observed. 
Lookouts had kept constant vigil from 
early Wednesday, but had sighted 
neither plane.

Hawaiian Islands, backers of the plane 
declared here today.

Every available agency on the Pacific 
was volunteered for the search today 
and as night fell 62 naval and mer- 
chant ships were swinging into the 
great circle steamer lane between San 
Francisco and Honolulu to seek the 
missing planes. 

Capt. William Erwin, pilot of the 
Dallas Spirit, who failed to get away in 
the Dole race, installed a radio set 
aboard his plane and announced he 
would hop off for Honolulu early to- 
morrow morning in an attempt to lo- 
cate the missing planes, 

The Texas World War ace said he 
would give up plans for his flight to 
Hongkong until the fate of the Dole 
fliers had been cleared up. He declared 
he would make a return flight from 
Honolulu to the mainland if the miss- 
ing fliers have not been located when 
he reaches Hawaii. 

From Crissy Field in San Francisco 
an average of four planes left hourly 
during the day to cover a radius of 200 
miles off shore and reporting back to 
headquarters by radio every five min- 
utes, always negatively. Two mail 
planes of the Pacific Air Transport Co.

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RODGERS: ATTEMPT = 
EAPERIENCE BODES 
ILL FOR Mild DORAN 


Navy Crew Enjoyed Advan- 
tages of Seamanship Lost 
Fliers Lack. 


GOLDEN EAGLE BETTER: 
FIXED FOR EMERGENCY 


Commander and His Men 
Needed All Their Skill to 
Remain Afloat. 


San Francisco, Aug. 18 (A.P.).—Com- 
parison of the trying experiences of the 
late Commander John Rodgers and his 
crew of five in the seaplane PN-9-1 
when they were forced down on a non- 
stop flight to Honolulu in September, 
1925, offers little hope for the rescue of 
the monoplane which carried Miss Mil- 
dred Doran, Michigan school teacher. 

The other missing plane in the Dole 
flight, the Golden Eagle, piloted by 
Jack Frost and navigated by Gordon 
Scott, is equipped with every safety de- 
vice an airplane can carry, but it lacks 
the base and seaplane construction 
which saved the lives of Rodgers and 
his companions. 

Commander Rodgers was in a plane 
considered as seaworthy as a small ves- 
sel, and his crew were all seasoned men 
of the sea. The missing Dole fliers enjoy 
but one distinct advantage over the 
Rodgers seaplane. They would be able 
to send up flares of smoke during day- 
light hours and rockets to illuminate 
the sky at night. This precaution was 
the result of the experience of Rodgers, 
who was able to sight ships miles away, 
but the ships were unable to see his 
seaplane. 


Seamanship Was Needed. 


Even with the advantage of their 
craft, the Rodgers crew brought into 
play all the skill an@ seamanship they 
possessed to keep it afloat for nine days, 
and used every trick Known to mari- 
ners to avoid starvation until they were 
picked up by a submarine. 

The monoplane Miss Doran could not 
stay above water more than 24 hours 
in a choppy sea, and all the skill of its 
navigator, Lieut. V. R. Knope, would 
be required to keep it afloat that long 
in case of rain or storms, experts say. 

Ten destroyers were deployed along 
the sea lanes during the Rodgers flight, 
ready to rush to the rescue should their 
craft be forced down. The seaplane 
ran out of fuel 200 miles short of its 
finish. Once in the water, the radio 
sending set went out of commission. 
The crew were able to hear radio-cast 
calls for their rescue, but could not 
reply. For nine days they drifted. 
Commander Rodgers and his crew saw 
ships, but the ships could not see the 
distressed plane. 


Still Saved Their Lives. 

“A steamer crossed.our bow about 5 
miles ahead of us in the early morning 
of the sixth day out,” said Commander 
Rogers, in his story of the experience. 
“Due to the fact that the sun was low 
and directly in our eyes, we were not 
seen.” 

The crew drifted in the seaplane, liv- 
ing on short rations. » The water supply 
lasted them until the sixth day, after 
which time a still carried for the pur- 
pose was put into play and probably 
saved the lives of the men. 

To the foresight and insistence of a 
woman who obtained the still and 
rushed it aboard the plane, just before 
it left from San Francisco Bay, credit 
was given by the crew. 

Wood was chipped from the trailing 
edges of the lower wings of the plane 
and dried for use as fuel in the still. 


Family of Miss Doran 
Refuses to Lose Hope 


Flint, Mich., Aug. 18 (A.P.).—The 
anxiety of the many friends and the 
relatives of Miss Mildred Doran, a pas- 
senger on one of the two airplanes 
missing somewhere in the Pacific Ocean, 
increased as news dispatches reaching 
here failed to contain the words they 
hoped to read. 

Wiliam Doran, jr., oldest brother of 
Miss Doran, continued his vigil at a 
local newspaper ofice, still hopeful that 
his sister would be found alive. The 
optimistic statement of Herbert Hughes, 
manager of the Buhl Aircraft Co., 


Marysville, manufacturers of the Miss} 


Doran plane, that the big gasoline tank 
when empty would support the plane 
gave new hope to the anxious relatives. 
Only the two aunts of Miss Doran, 
Mrs. William J. Hamilton, and Mrs. 
Elmer Gonsler appeared to have given 
up hope. Mrs. Gonsler, who refused 
to sleep during the night, was virtually 
forced to her bed to keep her from 
collapsing. 

The father, William Doran, sr., stoi- 
cally continued to harvest on his farm 
near here with only the terse state- 
ment: 

“I want to forget it all until some 
definite information is received.” 

Confidence in the ability of “Auggy” 
Pedlar appeared universal among rela- 
tives, and those who have discussed the 
m0 almost continually since the take- 
off. 


Typical of the confidence felt by 
many was the statement in Cairo, 
Mich., of one small schoolboy, a former 
pupil of Miss Doran. 

“Aw! She’s all right,” the boy said. 
one snap out of it all Mght; I know 

er.” 

Crowds continued to gather at inter- 
vals before newspaper bulletin boards 
and the newspaper telephones rang in- 
cessantly during the day.

RULES WAIVED FOR LOST 
DOLE PLANE, 19 CHARGE 


Golden Eagle Had Less Fuel 
Than Required, Airways 
System Declares. 


TELEGRAM TO M’CRACKEN 


San Francisco, Aug: 18 (A.P.).—The 
National Airways System, whose entry, 
the Air King, also known as the City 
of Peoria, in the Dole flight was dis- 
qualified shortly before the start of 


the race Tuesday at the Oakland Air- 
port, today filed a protest with the De- 
partment of Commerce at Washington 
charging the mising plane, the Golden 
Eagle, had been permitted to start with 
less gasoline than the rules required. 
The protest was in the form of a 
telegram to William McCracken of the 
Department of Commerce, and read: 
“Will you please inaugurate an in- 
vestigation as to why the Golden Eagle 
was permitted to leave the airport, 
carrying only 350 gallons of gasoline. 
Your representative here says all ships 
entered in the race were figured on the 
basis of speed of 90 miles per hour. 
“It was upon this basis that our 
entry, City of Peoria, was disqualified, 
carrying 18 gallons more than the Gol- 
den Eagle. Under the rule of a 15 per 
cent surplus safety margin, the Golden 
Eagle should have carried 397 gallons 
of gasoline. 
“They left with 350 gallons, which is 
47 gallons short of the regulations. 
(Signed.) 


“Bernard Kelley, attorney for the 
National Airways System, and E. M. 
Lagren, business manager.” 

In answer to these charges George 
Hearst, publisher of the San Francisco 
Examiner, who -entered the Golden 
Eagle; A. M. Rochlen, his flight 1aan- 
ager, and W. K. Jay, treasurer of the 
Lockheed Aircraft Co., of Los Angeles, 
builders of the plane, declared emphati- 
cally that in ratio to the cruising speed 
and area, the Golden Eagle carried in 
excess of the 15 per cent safety margin. 

“The Golden Eagle had tankage for 
350 gallons of gasoline, and it was filled 
to capacity before it started. This 
amount, measured against its cruising 
consumption of less than 10 gallons an 
hour, with a speed of 120 miles an hour, 
gave the plane in excess of the 15 per 
cent safety margin required by the 
rules,” Rochlen declared today. “We 
held exhaustive tests of the plane,” he 
said, “some of them under the direct 
supervision of Army experts from Mc- 
Cook Field, and they compiled a chart 
showing crulsing speed based on gaso- 
line consumption. This chart Pilot 
Jack Frost took with him and was to 
follow. 

“The fact that the Woolaroc, with a 
capacity of slightly over 400 gallons, 
had in excess of 100 gallons of gasoline 
after it landed at Wheeler Field, Hawaii, 
and that the Aloha, after being lost for 
some time, also was reported to have 
considerable gasoline left, showed that 
so far as weather conditions and gas 
consumption are involved the race of- 
ficials were correct in their estimates 
and that their requirements of gasoline 
were conservative.” 


FOG BEACON MOUNTED 
AT MITCHEL AIRPORT 


Neon Light, on 180-Foot Tow- 
er, Believed Most Power- 
ful in the World. 


Mitchel Field, N. Y., Aug. 18 (A.P.). 
A 180-foot water tower at this Army 
airport was turned into a lighthouse 
for aviators today when what is be- 
lieved to be one of the most powerful 
neon fog beacons ever made was in- 
Stalled on the peak of the tower. 

The red light, continuously flashing 
at one-second intervals, is believed to 
have a visibility of almost 100 miles in 
clear atmosphere. Tests were planned 
by aviators, possibly for today, to deter- 
= the range of visibility through 
og. 

The beacon sheds no illumination, 
but because of the peculiar properties 
of the neon gas which generates it, 
penetrates fog much farther than elec- 
tric light. 

It was ordered to guide the two 
Junkers planes which started to fly 
from Dessau, Germany, but after that 
flight was temporarily abandoned it 
was decided to install the light as a 
permanent beacon.

Full cooperation will be extended by 
the National Geographic Society to 
Commander Richard E. Byrd in his pro- 
posed antarctic flight, and a contribu- 
tion of $25,000 from the society's ex- 
ploration fund will be donated toward 
the scientific equipment of the expedi- 
tion. 

In making this announcement yes- 
terday it was said the society’s trustees 
believed that a thorough exploration 
of the antarctic regions offered a rich 
field for collection of scientific data, as' 
conditions in the South Polar territory 
were in marked contrast to those of 
the Arctic. 

For his work in the Arctic Command- 
er Byrd already has received the Hub- 
bard gold medal, the soclety’s highest 
award, which is held by. only eight men. 
“Among the important problems to 
be worked out by Commander Byrd,” 
the society said, “are those relating to 
the meteorology of the southern con- 
tinent and its effect on world weather, 
especially that of the Southern Hemis- 
phere.

In this conference the gratitude of 
the Filipino people would be on trial 
and American history and traditions 
would be at stake.” 

“To debate the case in the press or 
on the floor of. the House or of the 
Senate,” he continued, “will not lead 
s to a solution of the problem. On 
the contrary, it will only serve to agi- 
tate and confuse public opinion with- 
out any practical result. 

“America’s interests in the Far East 
and the national interests of the 
Philippines demand an immediate so- 
lution of the problem. This is the 
most opportune moment to undertake 
the task of attempting to solve it. 

“There is a consensus of opinion that 
the present political arrangement is not 
by far satisfactory. It creates dual lo- 
cal autonomy, which is naturally 
doomed to fail. * * * The idea of 
‘who‘is who?’ which is the distinguish- 
ing characteristic of the present po- 
litical arrangement in the Philippines 
should have no place under the Amer- 
ican flag and its institutions. It is a 
hindrance to the economic, social and 
political progress Of the Philippines.” 


Filipinos Called Not Inferior. 


In closing; Commissioner Guevara 
took occasion to pay tribute to the 
memory of Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
late governor general of the islands. 
The Filipinos “have not, in the opin- 
ion of the most careful observers, yet 
had enough training successfully to 
manage their affairs,” said W. Cameron 
Forbes, governor general of the Philip- 
pines during the Taft administration. 
“In any solution of the Philippine 
problem,” he said, “it will not do to 
deal with the Filipinos as negligible cr 
inconsiderable factors. It will not he 
enough jo give them titles without 
power or to treat them as undevel- 
oped or in any sense inferior. The 
Filipinos are not an inferior people.” 

Pointing out that the various de- 
pendencies of the United States are ad- 
ministered under various departments 
of the Government, he said the system 
makes for inefficiency and inconsis- 
tency. The situation would be greatly 
improved, he believed, by the creation 
of a separate department under a cabi- 
net officer to assume control of all de- 
pendencies, a move which, Mr. Forbes 
said, President Taft was reported to 
have contemplated as early as 1909. 


CARNEGIE FOUNDATION 
TO CATALOGUE VATICAN 


Card Indexing of Library May 
Reveal Hidden Truths 
of History. 


Rome, Aug. 18 (A.P.).—Announce- 
ment was made today through Osser- 
vatore Romano, official Vatican organ, 
that Pope Pius has accepted an offer 
of the Carnegie Peace Foundation to 
aid in recataloguing the library of the 
Holy See. This work will begin soon. 

Conferences are going on here and 
in the United States between repre- 
sentatives of the Holy See and the Car- 
negie Foundation concerning the de- 
tails of the work, which will take sev- 
eral years. The index system of the 
library will be completely modernized. 


The introduction of a modern in- 
dexing system in the Vatican archives 
will place at the disposal of scholars 
priceless documentary material which 
may necessitate the rewriting of much 
of medieval history. The present index 
of 658 huge tomes, compiled over a 
period of many centuries, is so obscure 
and complicated that historical experts 
believe it has hidden, rather than re- 
vealed, many of the papacy’s archi- 
vistic treasures. 

Among the consistorial records are 
some which date from the fifteenth 
century to the Napoleonic period and 
are expected to throw new light on 
the lives and activities of hundreds of 
cardinals who contributed in the mak- 
ing of European history.

Detroit, Aug. 18 (A.P.).— William 
Walker today planned to resume his 
accustomed place behind a meat block 
in a Royal Oak butcher shop, where he 
is employed, despite the fact that he 
has been notified that under the terms 
of the will of Arthur T. Walker, heir to 
the fortune of Edward F. Searles, 
Methuen, Mass, recluse, he will receive 
a large portion of the $30,000,000 estate. 

The butcher was a brother of Ar- 
thur T. Walker, who died recently and 
whose will, filed in Brooklyn yesterday 
leaves the bulk of the estate to four 
sisters and two brothers.

London, Aug. 18 (A.P.).—The Chinese 
authorities in Shanghai have yielded to 
the demand of Maj. Gen. John Duncan, 


British military commander, for the re- 


turn of the wings of a British airplane 
which were seized when the machine 
made a forced landing on the Kiang- 
wan race course, 7 miles from the city, 
say advices received here today. The 
Chinese had refused at first to restore 
the wings as a protest against the 
British military planes fiying over Chi- 
nese territory. 

Gen. Duncan immediately ordered 
his troops to begin repairing 50 yards 
of the railway line which had been torn 
up when the Chinese refused to accede 
to his demand. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Shanghai states that acceptance of Gen, 
Duncan’s demand was unconditional 
and was accelerated by the Chinese de- 
sire to have the railway track repaired 
so that the transportation of Chinese 
troops needed in the present fighting 


with the northerners could be resumed 
immediately. 


Troop Trains Halted. 


According to the Mail’s correspon- 
dent, the threatened avalanche of re- 
treating Chinese troops from Chinkiang 
has failed to materialize, for the au- 
thorities halted the troop trains at 
Soochow. So great was their desire to 
push their forces farther south that by 
noon today 14,000 of the _ soldiers 
massed at Chinkiang had left in barges 
for the Grand Canal. The concentra- 
tion at Chinkiang, however, was not 
diminished, for convoys of nationalist 
soldiers from Wuhu, unable to dis- 
charge the men at Nanking because of 
rifle fire by the northerners from the 
north bank of the Yangtze River, kept 
arriving at Chinkiang. More than 40,- 
000 fugitives have been taken south in 
waiting trains. 

Although advices received in London 
indicate that the situation at Nanking 
was unclear, it seems certain that the 
troops of Sun Chuan-fang, the north- 
ern commander, dominate the city and 
apparently a considerable force of 
northerners has actually entered it. All 
foreigners at Nanking were reported 
safe. 

Missionaries Are Warned.

A warning to missionary organiza- 
tions that it would be “highly inad- 
visable” for Americans to return to the 
interior of China at this time without

Dunford Tells Public 
Affairs Institute. 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 18 (AP.).—| 


The Eighteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States “is a vio- 
lation of human nature, an affront to 
human reason, a gross invasion of per- 
sonal liberty, and, despite all the crime 
and misery that have resulted from 
Strong drink, it can be pronounced a 
totally arbitrary and unreasonable in- 
cubus upon the innocent and joyous 
Side of human existence,” William Ca- 
bell Bruce, United States Senator from 
Maryland, said tonight in an address 
before the Institute of Public Affairs 
at the University of Virginia. 

“Assuming this to be so,” the senator 
said, “how childish is the thought that 
the millions of human beings in the 
United States, who desire the repeal or 
modification of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, are under any obligation to re- 
frain from expressing their honest opin- 
ion of it, or from doing anythng in their 
power lawfully to bring its blighting, 
demoralizing and corrupting influence 
to anend. * 

Senator Bruce spoke to one of the 
largest crowds yet to attend the Ses- 
sions of the institute, as did Edward B. 
Dunford, assistant general counsel for 
the Antisaloon League, who spoke at 
the morning session in defense of pro- 
hiition and the eighteenth amendment.

Says Law Must Be “Respectable.” 


“The provisions of the Federal and 
State Constitutions,” he said, “are not 
so often repealed, because they usually 
prescribe rules of conduct far more 
fundamental or axiomatic than statu- 
tory law. 

“But they, too, at times, must be 
changed,” he added, “to meet the po- | 
litical, social and economic changes of | 
a growing human society, or to re- 
trieve blunders made in hours of pop- 
ular error, passion or hysteria.’ 

Declaring that the truly efficacious | 
measures are enacted by nature and | 
reason, th? Maryland senator said that | 
a law “to be respected must be re- | 
spectable, and must be in keeping | 
with the impulses of human nature.” | 
If lacking in‘these essentials, he added, | 
it is a law without a moral sanction, | 
a futile and despicable thing, and its. 
efficiency can never be made good by | 
mere legal sanctions.

Illustrating that the Federal Con- 
stitution has been nullified by public | 
opinion, the senator pointed out that | 
slavery was originally granted security | 
in the Constitution. | 

“The time had come when the hos- | 
pitality of legislatures and courts in 
the free States, to slavery, made it im- 
possible for the slave-holding States 
to,inforce these guarantees,” he said. 

“All the law that could place the 
Southern slave on a footing of political 
equality with his master was embodied 
by the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments and by one ingenious artifice or 
another, suggested by the instinct of 
self preservation, those provisions of 
the Constitution have been reduced to 
what Grover Cleveland once happily 
termed ‘innocuous desuetude.’ Just 
such a law as the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendment, which sought, in 
defiance of all sane thinking, to im- 
pose ignorant negro suffrage on the 
Southern body politic, is the eighteenth 
amendment, which declares that the 
use of intoxicating liquors for bev- 
erage purposes is a criminal thing per 
se, at all times, and under all circum- 
stances.” 


Inevitable, Says Dunford. . 


“The eighteenth amendment was in- 
evitable,” sald Mr. Dunford in his 
earlier speech before the institute. 

“It is the logical modern develop- 
ment of the principles of the original 
Constitution that this should be a 
Government to promote the general 
welfare; that the people have the right 
to determine the character of their 
laws and the right to adopt amend- 
ments as changing conditions require,” 
he said. “No government dedicated to 
the promotion of the common welfare 
could long exist without having to deal 
with the evils growing out of alcoholic 
beverages.”

because they feared their moonshine 
operations would be discovered. 

Plans of the Nelson brothers and 
Curry to make their way either to Vir- 
ginia or Kentucky were revealed by 
Porter and the second posse, comprising 
State troopers, hoped to intercept the 
fugitives. 

Porter, in his confession, declared he 
was an unarmed and unwilling witness 
of the ambush of Hensley’s party of 
ginseng hunters. He said he had gone 
to Mit Nelson’s home on Tuesday to 
buy liquor. Soon after he arrived, he 
said, Bird Nelson and Curry came in 
and began a discussion with Mit of the 
activities of the ginseng hunters. Por- 
ter said the three men knew Hensley 
was @ prohibition officer and feared he 
would find their stills and come back 
with the marshals.” 

Finaliy one of the trio proposed that 
they “go up and run the ‘sangers’ out,” 
Porter said. He accepted an invitation 
to go along in the belief, he asserted, 
that there would be no shooting. He 
stopped about 75 feet from the camp 
of the eleven hunters, he said, while 
Mit Nelson remained 40 feet away. 
Bird Nelson, he said, walked to within 
4 or 5 feet of a “boy who was sitting 
down eating out of a pan.” 

“Mit hollered for them to ‘throw up 
their hands,’” he continued, and the 
big man (apparently Hensley) said, 
‘I’m an officer of the law,’ and drew 
his gun. 

“Isom shot the big 
the boy.” 

“Mit Nelson also fired some shots,” 
Porter said, but he did not know who 
killed Marcum or who wounded How- 
ard Tomlin, who was shot as he ran 
for cover. 

Porter said he fled with the Nelsons 
and Curry to a mountain, back of the 
Nelson home, where they concealed 
themselves on the top of a large cliff. 
There they lay from noon Tuesday un- 
til 10 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
posseemen frequcntly passed them and 
when the hunt turned to another 
section, the four made their way 
to a secluded hollow. Here the Nelsons 
fell asleep, Porter said, and he es- 
caped. Porter then surrendered to the 
sheriff.

The bishop cleared the air after 
the Eastern Orthodox Church delegates 
had announced their inability to ap- 
prove more than one of the reports al- 
ready presented, and their lack of hope 
that further reports would be any more 
acceptable. 

Bishop Brent declared that the pur- 
pose of the conference was to bring to 
light matters on which the churches 
differ as well as those on which they 
agree, and that disagreement and agree- 
ment, frankly and clearly stated, both 
serve as the basis of future progress to- 
ward church unity. 

Fears entertained that the attitude of 
the Eastern Orthodox delegates meant 
their immediate withdrawal from the 
conference were dissipated by Bishop 
Brent’s statement and that of the East- 
ern spokesman, the Most Rev. Ger- 
manos Troianos, Metropolitan of Sar- 
dis, who announced that the Eastern 
delegates would remain. 


Will Stay to Listen. 


Nevertheless, several Orthodox dele- 
gates said that so far as their Church 
was concerned, the conference was over, 
that they were so adverse to the views 
expressed on matters. of dogma they 
could not vote, but would stay for the 
remainder of the conference. 

In presenting the point of view of his 
colleagues, Metropolitan Germanos said: 
“We have concluded with regret that 
the basis assumed for the foundation of 
the reports which are to be submitted 
to the vote of the conference are in- 
consistent with the principles of the 
Orthodox Church, which we represent.” 

The unity so much desired,:he con- 
tinued, was being effected ‘‘on a basis 
of compromise between conflicting ideas 
and meanings in order to arrive at an 
external agreement in letter alone.” 

He saw no hope that an agreement 
reached upon such equivocal state- 
ments could remain lasting. He and 
his associates could accept reunion of 
the churches only upon “the basis of 
common faith and confession of the 
ancient undivided church of the seven 
eucumenical councils and of the first 
eight centuries.” 

When he finished applause came from 
half the assembly. 

Bishop Brent, thanking the metro- 
politan for the clear expression of the 
position of the Eastern Orthodox 
Church, said that what the Eastern 
Orthodox statement signified was mere- 
ly an indication of the way that its 
delegates will vote or abstain from vot- 
ing when the reports come before them.

ENGLAND DRINKING LESS 


Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 18 (A.P.).— 
Prohibition in European countries is an 
accomplishment not to be looked for 
for a long time, in the opinion of dele- 
gates to the Congress of the World 
League Against Alcoholism in session 
here. 

While ‘‘Pussyfoot” Johnson, veteran 
dry crusader, believes that prohibition 
in America is a success, foreign dele- 
gates seeking information regarding 
conditions in America were dubious of 
the outcome of such far-reaching meth- 
ods in other countries. 

“Conditions, of course, are not per- 
fect,’”’ Mr. Johnson said, “but it is pure 
‘bunk’ to say that the American peo- 
ple are drinking more today than they 
did before prohibition, and to declare 
that the young people are drinking 
more than they ever did.” 

Two delegates, the Rev. Henry Car- 
ter, secretary of social welfare of the 
Wesleyan Methodist Episcopal Church, 
England, and Dr. F. H. Otto Melle, head

Plan of United Church. 


The section of the conference dealing 
with the unity of Christendom pre- 
sented the following definition of the 
characteristics of a united church. 

1. “A common faith and a common 
message to the world. 

2. “Baptism as the rite of incorpora- 
tion into one church, 

3. “The holy communion as express- 
ing the incorporate life of the church 
and as its signal act of corporate wor- 
ship. 

4. “The ministry in all parts of the 
church recognized by the whole body. 

5. “For all existing communions, lib- 
erty in regard to interpretations about 
sacramental grace and ministerial or- 
der and authority. 

6. “Due provisions for exercise of the 
prophetic gift.” 

The committee declared that, when 
different Christian denominations. are 
represented in the same.country, their 
differences should not prevent the in- 
dividuals and churches from working 
together. 

“As our several communions come to 
understand each other better,” the re- 
port said, “they will refrain from com- 
petitive propaganda to exalt one by 
depreciating another.” 

“Complete fellowship in the church,” 
it concluded, “will not be realized until 
the way is open for all God’s children 
to join in communion at the Lord’s 
Table.” 

The committee considering the ques- 
tion of sacraments declared in its re- 
port that it was unable to go into de- 
tails regarding the seven sacraments 
emphasized by the Eastern Orthodox 
Church, and that it had confined it- 
self to baptism and the Lord’s Supper. 

“We believe,” the report ran, “that 
in baptism, administered with water 
in the name of the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Spirit for the remission 
of sins, we are baptized by one spirit 
into one body. But this statement is 
not meant to ignore the differences 
in conception, interpretation and mode 
which exist among us. 

“We believe that in the holy com- 
munion our Lord is present, and that 
we have fellowship with God our 
Father, in Jesus Christ, His Son, our 
Living God, who is our own Bread, 
given for the life of the world, sustain- 
ing the lif: of all His people, and that 
we are in fellowship with all others 
who are united to Him. 

“We agree that the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper is the church’s most 
sacred act of worship, in which the 
Lord’s atoning death is commemorated 
and proclaimed, and that it is a sacri- 
fice of praise and thanksgiving and an 
act of solemn self-oblation.” 


NONUNION WORKERS 


DRIVEN FROM MINES 


Ten Men Also Disappear After 
Party Visits Their 


Boarding House. 


Steubenville, Ohio, Aug. 18 (A.P.).— 
Nonunion miners were driven from 
their work in two strip mines today, 
one near here and the other near Ca- 
diz, and in another instance ten men 
mysteriously disappeared from their 
work. 

The mines from which the workers 
were ejected were the Tafa Mine near 
Cadiz and the Winston Dear Mine near 
here. At the Harmon Creek Mine near 
Cadiz ten nonunion workmen were re- 
ported to have left their work last 
night after a party of men, said to 
have been union sympathizers, visited 
their boarding house. 

At the Tafa Mine late today, a band 
of men estimated at from 250 to 300, 
marched on the mine and told Mine 
Superintendent T. C. Turner that the 
110 men working must quit at once. 
Turner said that since the invading 
force far outnumbered those working, 
he acceded to the demands.

THE HONOLULU AIR RACE. 


There is reason to believe that some of the 
fliers in the Honolulu free-for-all made poor 
preparations for such a perilous undertaking. 
Experience has shown that a flight of that 
length requires most careful preparation and 
a nicely adjusted balance of all factors, me- 
chanical and human. lt is the last adventure 
that should be risked with uncertain planes, 
scanty supplies, or inexperienced pilots. 

Two of the planes, carrying five persons, are 
missing. They have no means of making their 
location or condition known to the rescue ves- 
sels that are now going out along the long 
lane between San Francisco and Honolulu. In 
that stretch of 2,400 miles disaster in many 
forms is possible. The fact that one of the 
missing individuals is a woman intensifies the | 
public anxiety, but at the same time it raises 
the question whether it is not high time for 
airplane promoters to rule out amateurs. If 
airplane flights are to degenerate into ‘‘stunt” 
performances, in which harebrained individ- 
uals are eager to risk their lives in inade- 
quately equipped planes, the public will have 
a right to interpose a veto, as the public must 
foot the cost of searching parties. 

Every ocean flight, thoroughly planned and 
skillfully executed, is of advantage to the new 
science. But there is nothing to be learned 
from the accidents to amateurs who fly in 
poorly equipped or badly managed planes. 
Their flights are a dead loss, whether they 
arrive or die. The occasional success of such 
fliers is too often capitalized in meretricious 
“publicity,” which tends to degrade aeronau- 
tics to the level of hog-calling contests and 
Hollywood divorce marathons, 


THE PRINCE AS A RANCHER. 


Reports from Calgary and Alberta indicate 
that the Prince of Wales is just as much at 
home on his ranch as he is in St. James Palace 
or on the deck of the Renown. The prince 
has demonstrated that he is a ‘‘mixer,’” and 
that he learned early in his adolescent days 
that the proper thing to do when in Rome !}s 
exactly as the Romans do. The “E. P.”’ ranch 
is not a country show place. Just whether 
or not it is a paying venture has not been 
ascertained, but the prince is a breeder of high- 
grade cattle, sheep and of draft horses. His 
present stock consists of 125 short horns, 140 

ss. Hampshire and Wiltshire sheep, 35 Dartmoor 
ponies, 12 Percheron and 15 Clydesdale 
* horses. 

It is said that the introduction of pure-bred 
stock into Alberta by the future King of Eng- 
land has done much toward creating a spirit 
of rivalry among his neighbors, with the re- 
sult that the standard of excellence of the live 
stock on the surrounding farms and ranches 
has been wonderfully improved. A dispatch 
from Calgary reports that he is up in the morn- 
ing with the rise of the sun, always eager for 
his breakfast, and perfectly at home among 
the men on the ranch. He has learned. ranch 
life and knows how the pioneers won their 
fight against natural obstacles. This knowl- 
edge and sympathy can not fail to be useful 
to the world hereafter. 


ARMY PLANS REVISED. 


The mobilization plans of the War Depart- 
ment are undergoing revision. Although it is 
_ less than ten years since the World War ended, 
< it has been found no longer practicable to 

maintain the skeleton plans on a six-army 
' basis. The figure has been cut in half. The 
' reduction means an entire readjustment of 
| plans and strategy in the event of war. The 
© problem is a difficult one, since those in 
’ charge of the Army must work out in time of 
- peace every step that would be essential to the 
' safety of the Nation in time of war. 

' Among the proposed changes is one that 
p would reduce the number of reserve officers by 
several thousand. The War Department was 
' unable to bring the commissioned strength of 
' the reserve up to the 175,000 men authorized 
' wmnder the defense act. The present figure is 
> above 100,000. Under the three-army pro- 
ia gram the services of only 70,000 reserve offi- 
' cers.would be required. What is to become of 
| the additional 30,000? It is proposed that the 
" reserve officers be weeded out, either by rais- 
' ing the standards so high as to make them a 
’ barrier for men in civil life, or by calling a 
halt to alt promotions. Men familiar with the 
' reserve corps say that either method would ac- 
a complish its purpose. 
4 _ Such a course might easily do the Army more 
-harm than good. Over a period of several 
' years every effort has been made to interest 
» then in the reserve corps. Thousands of men 

_ who attained some degree of military efficiency 

- during the World War have pledged themselves 

to return to the service in the event of an 
e@ ergency. Many of them have taken such 
additional training as was offered them. Any 
proces: of selection or forceful means that the 
War Department might now employ to reduce 
© number of reserve officers could only an- 
gonize the great body of these men. The 
vantage ft having the veterans enrolled lies 
fl on the side’ of the War Department. It 
‘would be better if they could receive training 
“periodically and keep abreast of the progress 
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litary science, The fact that this can 


not be done offers no excuse for telling them 
that the services they have offered voluntarily 
are no longer required.

ANOTHER MYSTERY OF THE SEA, 


The identity of the submarine derelict U-2 
will probably remain a mystery forever. This 
boat was sighted 1,200 miles west of Honolulu 
on August 6 by the American freighter, Lib- 
erator, and she is probably now ‘10,000 
fathoms deep” in the waters of the Pacific, for 
the Liberator’s crew, after photographing the 
hulk, opened her hatches to sink her. 

This is the first submarine that was ever 
found drifting aimlessly on the surface of the 
seas. Schooners, brigs and barques, have in 
the past been reported from time to time drift- 
ing in the ocean lanes and serving as menaces 
to navigation. Up to the time that an agree- 
ment was effected between the maritime na- 
tions of Europe and the United States such 
derelicts were simply reported by the ship- 
masters who might have sighted them, and 
were noted month after month on the pilct 
charts. But now all such hulks are destroyed 
as soon as reported by the gunboats of the 
nation nearest to the point on the sea where 
the hulks are seen. 

The strange thing about this drifting sub- 
marine is that no navy has reported the loss of 
such a vessel since the close of the war. It is, 
of course, possible, but unlikely, that she was 
one of the undersea craft that were lost during 
that war, and it is even possible that she drifted 
as a wreck from as far away as the North At- 
lantic, where so many of her sisters were 
“spurlos gesenkt.’’ She has gone now to Davy 
Jones’ locker, and probably nothing will ever 
be known of her crew or her nationality until 
the last trumpet shall sound, 


“AS THE TIDES MOAN.” 


The recent death of Judge E. H. Gary recalls 
an old saying, that ‘‘great men die on the ebb 
of the tide.”” The steel magnate set sail for the 
beyond at 3:30 a. m. on August 15. The tide 
tables of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey show that this was near the time of low 
tide at New York on that day. 

Judge Gary’s place in contemporary history 
will not depend on the state of the tide at his 
passing. The coincidence merely illustrates the 
basis of an old belief in connection with ocean 
tides. 3 

A certain stock breeder uses the Coast Sur- 
vey’s tide tables faithfully, claiming the state 
of the tide at the time of conception determines 
the sex of the offspring. A physician uses the 
tide tables to fix the time of beginning certain 
surgical operations, A Wall street broker plays 
the market according to a system he has 
worked out, which has tidal forces as its basis. 

The times of high and low tides are predicted 
in advance by using what are called “harmonic 
constants’’—a series of computations which 
approximate and interpret mathematically the 
movements of sun and moon. Using tide pre- 
dictions as a basis for achieving certain de- 
sired results is, therefore, simply a depend- 
encé on planetary influence. It is counting 
on the stars to further one’s projects. _ 

This, of course, is not much more than as- 
trology. Thus, _ scientific tide prediction 
extends its activity from legitimate useful- 
ness into the field of superstition. A volume 
of scientific tide tables becomes a Napoleon’s 
dream book, and astrology rubs elbows with 
astronomy in the halls of learning, 


REVOLUTIONARY REMINISCENCES. 


The anniversary of the battle of Bennington 
was celebrated last Tuesday, 150 years after 
that fateful event. It was at Bennington 9n 
August 16, 1777, that Burgoyne, the British 
general, who had started out to divide the 
colonies, received his second setback. 

The first reverse came when he was de- 
feated by the colonials at Fort Stanwix «nd 
Oriskany. Then followed the: battles of Sara- 
toga, which utterly crushed the army of Bur- 
goyne and resulted in his surrender at Schuy- 
lerville, 

The defeat of Col. Baum, of Burgoyne’s 
army, bent on the capture of the supplies 
stored at Bennington by the poorly armed and 
indifferently disciplined American forces, so 
heartened the colonists that ‘‘Bennington”’ 


“might be considered as the turning point of the 
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subsequent campaign that ended with Bur- 
goyne’s surrender. ; 

It was not on the exact spot where the bat- 
tle of Bennington was fought that the ceremo- 
nies of commemoration took place last Tues- 
day, but on the battlefield of Walloomsac. over 
the State line in New York, which battlefield «« 
now a State memorial reservation. There was 
dedicated by the State a remarkable bronze 
relief map of the whole territory, which will 
remain a graphic exposition for future genera- 
tions of the scenes enacted 150 years ago. 


On the same field has been placed a New | 


Hampshire memorial to Gen. John Stark anj 
the men who served so gallantly under him. 


The focus of the celebration, as recorded in the | 


Troy Times, was in the parade and pageantry 
in Bennington, in which the soldiery and citi- 
zens of Vermont, New Hampshire and New 
York united and the governors crom New Eng- 
land participated. 

“There is glory enough in the battle of Ben- 
nington for the inhabitants of the three States 
and others whose ancestors there made com- 
mon cause for the establishment of the re- 
public and in which they played so important 
a part,’’ said the Troy paper. ‘‘The sesqui- 
centennial celebration today should serve to 
focus patriotic interest in the historical events 
there enacted and to preserve not only the 
physical markings there erected but the pre- 
cious heritage of loyalty to the liberty and 
independence of the Nation which they there 
helped to establish.”’ 


GRADE-CROSSING CASUALTIES. 


During the first four months of 1927, 668 
persons lost their lives in grade-crossing acci- 
dents, according to the reports filed by the 
railroads with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. This is a record of more than five 
deaths per day which may be charged to care- 
lessness., 

In addition to the 68 who lost their lives, 
2,062 persons were injured, more or less seri- 
ously. ‘Stop, Look and Listen’’ signs are 
posted by nearly all the railroads whose tracks 
cross the highways at grade, and the American 
Railway Association has been, and still is, con- 
ducting a nation-wide campaign in an endeavor 
to impress upon the public the necessity for 
greater care in passing over the grade cross- 
ings. In some of the States, too, laws have 
been enacted for the abolition of such grade 
crossings, but this can only be accomplished 
gradually and by the expenditure of fabulous 
sums. New York State has begun the abolish- 
ing of grade crossings, and within the next 
five years nearly $500,000,000 will have been 
expended for this purpose. A portion of this 
is to be borne by the railroads, of course, the 
State will bear its share and the counties and 
towns must also shoulder a portion of the 
burden.

INDUSTRIAL TESTS. 


Few industries are now without their prov- 
ing grounds. Manufacturers no longer are 
willing to put products on the market without 
first satisfying themselves that what they have 
to sell will deliver the anticipated service. The 
public is familiar, of course, with the tests 
made with automobiles, in which normal driv- 
ing conditions are approximated over thou- 
sands of miles to determine the wearing qual- 
ities of a machine and the value and worth 
of improvements. By means of such experi- 
ments the life of the ayerage automobile has 
been increased several thousand miles. 

The same general practice is followed in 
other industries. The telephone subscriber, 
for instance, accepts the set that is installed 
in his place of business or residence as a mat- 
ter of course. Gradual refinements have been 
made during the period that marked the transi- 
tion from the wall set to the one now in use. 
No change was made until ‘“‘lifetime’’ tests 
had been completed. New type transmitters 
were not put into service until scores of them 
had received a message containing all of the 
common sounds thousands of times. Phono- 
graphs parrot their phrases into the transmit- 
ters over a period of several weeks, and if any 
defects are discovered corrections are made. 
Receivers are dropped automatically onto 
hooks, hammer blows strike the instrument, 
the cord is tested, the wearing qualities of the 
felt base established. The result is that the 
telephone certainly typifies durability, even if 
it does arouse occasional wrath. 

These tests are a part of the “‘machine age.” 
Without mechanical means it would be im- 
possible to ascertain in a limited period of 
time whether or not an article will give a long 
and useful lifetime of service. That such pre- 
cautions are taken is conclusive answer to 
those who insist that mass production and ma- 
chine standardization have led to shoddy out- 
put. a 


AIR RAIDS ON LONDON. 


The first day’s exercises of the air defense 
forces engaged in testing out certain portions 
of the general scheme for the defense of Lon- 
don against hostile bombers began at 6 a. m., 
yesterday, and by the evening eight raids had 
been carried out with varying measures of suc- 
cess, says the London Times of July 26. The 
day bombers flew out to sea and came over the 
coast again from points as far east as Alde- 
burgh in Suffolk and as far west along the 
south coast as Havant, while the defending air- 
craft operated from a series of sectors which 
together form a protective ring round London. 

It is difficult in a series of exercises cover- 
ing half a dozen counties or more’and carried 
out at heights of 15,000 feet to estimate ac- 
curately the fortunes of war, if such a term 
can be used in these exercises, until the de- 
tailed reports of the umpires with the two sides 
have been studied, but the balance seems to 
have been in favor of the attack. 

In the first raid of the morning, No. 11 
squadron, flying Hawker Horsley day bombers, 
crossed the coast at Havant and flew to their 
objective, the Duke of York’s headquarters, 
Chelsea, without being intercepted, although 
they passed through a sector patrolled by No. 
41 squadron, but on arrival at Chelsea found 
their target hidden. Still, they must have 
navigated well, for at 10:05 a. m., the ob- 


server at the target spotted the squadron at. 


15,000 feet, only 300 yards from their objec- 
tive. A second raid on the same target by No. 
12 squadron, flying fast Fairey Fox day bomb- 
ers, also came over at 10 a. m., and once more 
the target was hidden. Here again, the nine 
machines came in and left without being mo- 
lested, although No. 32 squadron were watch- 
ing for them from 9:20 to 11:27 a. m It is

The generally 
good-natured detestation and con- 
tempt they feel, unanimously, for the 
ignorant and insolent aliens, abroad 
and among us, and the few disgusting 
and noisy native traitors and perverts, 
crazed with craving for publicity, re- 
gardless of cost or connection, should 
be expressed plainly. The fact that 
practically all the people of this 
Union honor the tolerance, patience,

Leper’s Brother Denies That

Asheville, N. C., Aug. 18/ (A.P.).—

to keep the leper in his self-selected 
quarantine on the mountains near his 
old home at Tryon—but they do intend

We 
fought for our country—four of us—but 
we do not intend to use warlike meth- 
ods to keep my brother from the hands 
of the Federal agents. We simply in- 
tend to use such means as the law will 
allow. 

“Then if we win, all right; if we 
lose after we have taken every step the 
law will allow us—well—then I guess 
they will just have to take John back. 
But he is not going until we have tried 
all legal methods.”

A Question About Superfluous Hair.

Is there no preparation 
that will kill the mole under the skin? 

NORIDA. 

Answer—You are right in thinking 
that such preparations often encour- 
age the superfluous hair to grow again 
coarser than before. Equal parts of 
fresh lemon juice, hydrogen peroxide 
and spirits of ammonia make an ex- 
cellent bleach, which, if user regularly 
for a time, will make your hair light 
and far less noticeable. 

You should never have tampered 
with the mole. Electrolysis is the 
suitable way of removing the mark. 
And the removal by the electric needle 
should only be trusted to a reliable, 
experienced operator.

PACKING FOR A TRIP. 


HAVE a nice letter from two girls 

who are taking a late summer trip 

from West to East, and are won- 
dering what kind of clothes and bag- 
g they will need. 

In and about the Eastern cities, the 
end of August and first of September 
are likely to be warm. One does not 
usually expect to need anything but 
summer clothes till after September 15. 
For traveling, I always think a coat and 
skirt of some thin material, and two 
blouses, a light and dark one, are most 
useful.

TOMATOES AS A CURE FOR 
PELLAGRA. 

RS. GOLDBERGER AND WHEEL- 
D ER tell us that plenty of tomato 

juice will prevent pellagra and 
even will cure a certain proportion of 
cases of the disease. It seems to be weil 
established that proper diet will prevent 
and, in many cases, will cure pellagra; 
that no medicine is helpful or is need- 
ed except to relieve symptoms; that 
buying medicinal cures is a waste of 
good money by people who, as a rule, 
have no excess of money to waste. These 
seem to be well established facts on 
which we can hold with confidence, 
while the scientists speculate and de- 
bate as to phases of the subject that 
are not so important. 

Tomatoes can be grown almost any- 
where. Many soils are suited to them. 
The season for them is a long one. The 
children in the family can grow them, 
keep them free from insects and gather 
them, if the grown people are occupied 
with other tasks. The fruit is easily 
preserved for use out of season. If to- 
matoes, added to other proper foods, will 
prevent and cure pellagra, let us have 
more of them. 


Drs. Goldberger and Wheeler gave to- 
mato juice as a beverage. The daily al- 
lowance of the juice which they found 
to prevent pellagra was somewhat be- 
tween one full glassful a day (6 ounces) 
and two and a half quarts—about seven 
full glasses. They used canned tomatoes 
and they got the juice by pouring the 
contents of the can into a cloth bag and 
squeezing out the juice. The pulp was 
not used. . 

The inference is that fresh, raw toma- 
toes would be at least equal in value lo 
the cooked and canned product, The 
principal part of this discovery related 
to the need of using enough of the juice. 
Earlier students had indicated that to- 
mato juice would not cure nor prevent. 
This study showed that in the first 
study the quantity drunk in a day was 
too small. Presumably the tomatoes 
could be eaten in other ways—maybe 
tomato soup and cooked and raw toma- 
toes, pulp and all. It may be objected 
that most people would tire of tomato 
pulp in the large allowances necessary 
as a pellagra remedy. 


The research students also experi- 
mented with carrots and rutabaga tur- 
nips. They came to the conclusion that 
people could not be induced to eat 
enough carrots and rutcbagas to ward 
off pellagra, even if these vegetables in 
any dose had such preventive powers. 

They experimented with a Caily allow-- 
ance of one pound of dressed raw car- 
rots. These were peeled, sliced, steamed 
and them mashed. In the experiments 
with rutabagas they gave one pound a 
day of the dressed, raw vegetables. This 
allowance ‘was peeled, run through a 
chopper, steamed for two hours and 
mashed. The day’s allowance was di- 
vided besween dinner and supper. 

Now let us hope Drs. Goldberger and 
Wheeler will try out large allowances of

Grand Rapids Defendants 
Deny Right of Government 
to Regulate Them. 


Chicago, Aug. 18 (A.P.):— Methods 
used by 27 Grand Rapids, Mich., fur- 
niture manufacturers to mark and ad- 
vertise their products, were investi- 
gated today by Attorney James M.

The complaint alleges that the prac- 
tice of manufacturing articles prin- 
cipally of gum wood or woods of similar 
quality has been followed and that 
after veneering with thin coverings of 
mahogany or walnut such furniture 
has been described on price lists, let- 
ters, advertising matter and invoices 
as “mahogany” or “walnut” without 
any qualifying word. 

-The charge was also made that the 
practice of such tactics by certain Qf 
these furniture manufacturers, per- 
mitted retail dealers to commit a fraud 
upon the public. 

Representatives of several of Chi- 
cago’s largest furniture dealers testi- 
fied today. Invoices and advertising 
matter received by them from certain 
Grand Rapids manufacturers were ad- 
mitted in evidence over the objections 
of Attorney Francis Campau, Grand 
Rapids, representing the manufacturers.

New York, Aug. 18 (A.P.).—Shipments 
of all types of automobile tires in the 
first half of 1927 totaled 24,837,191, an 
increase of 4,423,865, or 21.6 per cent 
over the same period last year. Balloon 
tire shipments were 13,262,092, a gain 
of 3,650,965, or 38 per cent. 


Slight improvement in demand for 
plate glass this week is reported from 
the Pittsburgh district. Manufacturers 
take a more optimistic view for the bal- 
ance of the year, in view of an expected 
fair demand from the autcmobile in- 
dustry and the fact that jobbers’ stocks 
are below normal. 


Directors of the Haytian Corpora- 
tion of America have authorized pay- 
ment of the 8 per cent interest for the 
fiscal year ended July 30 on income de- 
bentures, and also declared a payment 
of 1 per cent of accumulated interest, 
thus reducing to 3 per cent the de- 
ferred interest on the debentures. Pay- 
ment will be made as of October 1. In 
order to conserve cash, directors said 
they refrained from full payment of de- 
ferred interest, but would pay the re- 
maining 3 per cent as soon as expedi- 
ent. 


Surplus of the Hudson & Manhattan 
Railroad for the first seven months this 
year was $1,244,563, against $1,164,798 
in the same period of 1926. 


Only routine business was transacted 
by directors of Wilson & Co., Chicago, 
packers, at their meeting today. 


The strength of National City Bank 
stock today in over-the-counter trading 
was accompanied by reports that its 
capital would be increased by another 
$25,000,000, to $100,000,000, possibly in 
connection with its expansion program. 


Capital of the bank was increased by 
$25,000,000 early this year. 


Two seats: on the New York Stock 
Exchange were sold today for $218,000 
each to Francis M. Bacon 3d, and Rob- 
ert B. Flynn, both of New York. This is 
$4,000 less than the preceding sale. 


Pennsylvania Water & Power Co. de- 
clared a quarterly dividend of 624 
cents.a share, payable October l, plac- 
ing the stock on an annual basis of 
$2.50. In the preceding quarter, a 
dividend of 50 cents was declared on 
the new stock, after the split-up of 
the old $100 par stock, four for one. 
The old stock paid $8 annually. 


Warren Bros Co. has been awarded 
two road-building contracts in Cuba, 
which will involve between two and 
three million dollars. 


Confidence in a normal upturn of 
business activity during the latter 
part of the year has~ become fairly 
general, says the National Bank of 
Commerce, in New York. Meanwhile, 
business has been moving along to- 
ward the close of the summer season 
quietly and without notable changes, 
but at a reasonably well-sustained 
rate. 


Net income of the Mahoning Coal 
Railroad Co. for the first half of 1927 
was $837,209, an increase of $216,604 
over the same period of 1926. The 
road is expected to earn about 150 
per cent on its common stock in 1927, 
the shares of which have come to be 
known as the highest-priced railroad 
shares in the world. An offering of 
100 shares is being made by Adams & 
Peck at $1,000 a share, to yield 5 per 
cent. About 20,000 of the 30,000 shares 
outstanding are owned by the New 
York Central and individuals affiliated 
with that railroad.

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ROBBER SENTENCED 


20-Year Term Is Given Man’
